Boston, Mass., July 15—Fight men 
dead, and thirteen injured, of whom 
two were in a critical condition at the 
United States naval hospital, was the 
grim record at a late hour tonight of 
a powder explosion on the battleship 
Georgia today off Provincetown. 

Six were dead, when the battleship 
reached herel and two more, one ol 
them, Lieut, Casper Goodrich, of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., son of Rear Admirai 
Goodrich, died at the hospital. 

Directly after the accident tho 
Georgia headed for the Charlestown 
navy yard. There the dead and in- 
jured were taken ashore. The wound. 
ed were conveyed to the naval hos- 
pital at Chelsea. P 

The second division of the Atlantic 
flect haz been at target practice off 
Provincetown for the last three weeks, 
Among the ships was the Georgia, one 
of the newest Battleships of the navy, 
having been in commission only 
about ten months. She is command- 
ed by Capt. Henry MeRea. 


Story of Accident. 

With six of her officers and crew 
dead and fifteen others either dying 
or suffering from terrible burns re- 
ceived in an explosion of powder in 
the after superimposed turret, the 
battleship Georgia steamed slowly in- 
to the Boston harbor from the target 
practice grounds in Cape Cod Buy 
late today, and landed the dead and 


injured at the Charlestown navy 
yard. i 
Upon the arrival of the Georgia 


there became generally knewn the de- 
tails of the most frightful naval ca- 
tastrophe that has ever taken place 
along the New England: coast. The 
accident oeeurred shortly before noou 
today, while the Georgia’s crew were 
at target practice off Barnstable. in 
the Cape Cod Bay. In some manner as 
yet unexplained, two balls of powder 
became ignited and in the terrific 
flash that followed, the entire turret 
crew, consisting of three officers and 
eighteen men, were enveloped in fire 
and suffered horrible injuries.

Explosion in Turret. 

The explosion occurred in the after 
super-imposed turret, the men being 
under command of Lieut. Goodrich, 
son of Rear Admiral Goddrich, com- 
mandant of fhe New York navy yard. 
Midshipmen Faulkner, Goldthwaite 
and Johu T.'Cruse were operating the 
eight-inch guns. The guns in the 
forward turrets had finished eight 
rounds of practice and the guns of 
the after turret had fired one round. 
‘wo cases, hs the big hundred-pound 
bags of powder are called, had just 
been sent up through the ammuni- 
tion hoist and were in the arme of 
the loader, 

The loader stood at the breach of 
one of the eight guns, all ready to 
insert the charge. At that instant the 
turret was seen to smoke and two 
men who stood near the loader, saw 
a blaek spot on the bag, indieating 
that the charge had ignited and was 
smouldering. 

The loader discovered the spot at 
the same minute and threw himself 
forward on his face, showing qa warn- 
ing to his mates. The other men who 
had seen the spot were Bich and 
Haensel,and they all threw themselves 
on the floor of the turret. 


A Blinding Flash. 
Before the other men in the turret 


could understand why the leader 
shouted there was a blinding flash 
as the burning powder exploded. 


Flames, smoke and gases filled the 
little superstructure in whieh more 
than a score of men were confined, 
Inasmuch as the powder was not eon- 
fined there was no deafening report 
nor did the vessel suffer any injury, 
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but every nook of the turret was filled 
with flames. The loader was fear- 
fully hurt, as was every other man in 
the turret except Eich -and Hansell. 
who were scorched. 

Blinded by the smoke and flame 
choked by the fumes and maddened 
with pain, the men screamed = im 
agony. Some staggered blindly up the 
ladder to the hatechway in the top of 
the turret, while others crept along 
the turret floor begging piteousiy for 
assistance. 

Crazed With Suffering. 

Lieut. Goodrich and Seaman Mal- 
lick became crazed, staggered up the 
ladder to the top of the turret and 
threw themselves headlong into the 
sea, in an effort to drown themselves, 
The shipmates of the unfortunate men 
rushed to their assistance and tend- 
erly carried them out of | the fire- 
blackened turret to the ship's hos- 
pital, where their burns were dressed 
by the surgeons. 

In the meantime Lieut. Goodrich 
and Seaman Mallick had been reseu- 
ed by a launch returning from an in- 
spection of the target. The surgical 
staff of the Georgia was soon reintore- 
ed by the surgeons of the other ves- 
sels of the fleet, who had been in- 
formed of the accident by wirciess tel- 
egraphy and other means, 

A wireless message about the acci- 
dent was sent to the government wire- 
less station on the highlands of Cape 
Cod, and thence to the navy depart- 
ment at Washington. Another mes- 
sage was sent to the Charlestown 
navy yards telling of the disaster, 
and requesting arrangements for re- 
moving the wounded men to the naval 
hospital. as soon as the Georgia ar- 
rived at Boston, whither she was then 
steaming. f 

Accident Investigated. 

An examination of the turret after 
the accident failed to show that any 
serious damage resulted to the ship. 
lmmediately upon learning of the ac- 
cident, Capi, Henry MeRea,command- 
of the Georgia, notified Rear Admiral 
Chas. R. Thomas, commander of the 
squadron, of what had occurred. Rear 
Admiral Thomas ordered an inves- 
tigation board to examine into the 
cause of the accident. Meantimetwo 
theories are entertained. One is that 
a spark from the discharge of the 
after turret guns floated back to the 
turret through a gun port and settled 
on the powder cases. The other is 
that a spark came from the smoke 
stacks of the ship and floated through 
the gun ports. 

Admiral Goodrich’s Grief. 

A message from Rear Admiral Good- 
rich in the afternoon requested hour- 
ly bulletins on the condition of his 
son, and they were sent to various 
points along the railroad zine to be 
delivered to him on the train as he 
hurried toward Boston, where he was 
due at ten o’clock tonight. As soon 
nas the men had been made os com- 
fortable as possible, those who were 
able to talk told something of the 
harrowing experience they had been 
through and nearly all the facts re- 
garding the explesion soon became 
known. Three of the dead were burn- 
ed beyond recognition. 

The Dying Naval Men. 

Soon after the men had reached 
the yard it was seen that Lieut. Good- 
rich, Pair, Walsh and Thomas had 
but a short time to live. Lieut Good- 
rich was barely alive at 6.30 o'clock, 
but he rallied enough to give the sur- 


geons hope that his father would be 
in time to see him alive. Thomas 
was suffering fearfully and begging 


piteously that he might live, but the 
doctors did not believe that he would 
Jast through the night, 

Heroic Midshipman. 

Several incidents of heroism just 
after the explosion were related. 
Chaplain Charles Charlton, the first 
officer to reach the turret, found Mid- 
shipman Gruse in agony, but he 
would not allow the chaplain to do 
anything for him, 

“Let me alone. I am all right; look 
iter those other fellows,” he said. In 
one or two other cases he met with 
the sume. spirit of self-sacrifice.

DISCOVERED ANCIENT PALIMP- 
SESTS. 


Interesting Historical Find of Prof 
Heiborg in Constantinople. 


Copenhagen, duly 15—Y. L. Hei- 
borg, doctor of philology in the Uni- 
versity of Copenhagen, made a most 
interesting historical discovery im the 
convent of the holy grave at Constan- 
tinople a few weeks ago. While study- 
ing ofd manuseripts in the convent he 
discovered a number of palimpsests, 
whieh, besides prayers and psalins otf 
the twelfth century contained copies 


of works by Archimedos, the Greek 
mathematician, who was born about 
287 B.C. The manuscript was a copy 


made about the year 900 by a monk 
and later conveyed to Constantinople. 
The Turkish authorities did not per- 
mit Prof. Heiberg to remove the mau- 
uscripts. He was permitted, however, 
to make a copy of it, which shortly 
will be ‘published

AMPUTATED FOOT 
WITH PEN KNIFE 


Emergency Operation Pere 
formed on Man Who had 
Foot run Over by Train 


Fort William, Ont., July 15.—J. 
Pinkerton had his foot badly mang- 
led last night by @ train, and it was 
amputated immediately by a doctor, 
who hacked it off with his pen-knife. 
Pinkerton, who is employed in a store 
here, was weturning from fishin, 
trip and boarded the  Imperia 
Limited a few miles east, He drop- 
ped part of his tackle and jumped off 
the then moving train to recover it, 
He picked it up and made a flying 
leap for the train but missed his grip, 
stumbled, fell and the front wheel of 
a truck passed\ over his foot, crush- 
ing all below the ankle. 

The aceident was noticed by one 
of the passengers and the train was 
stopped as quickly as possible and 
> a back to where the injured man 
ay. 

A doctor on the train volunteered 
his services. Lying there on the 
cinders beside the track, a few feet 
from where he fell, Pinkerton had his 
foot amputated by the doctor, who, 
for lack of better instruments, hack- 
el it off with his pen-knife. Mor- 
Phioe was admimisered, but he re- 
covered ecpisciousness before opera- 
tion was over. 

Passengers on the train say that 
the operation was very skillfully and 
speedily performed, however, and 
gave great credit to the doctor, The 
injured man’s ankle was bound up in 
a handkerchief and he was carried on 
board the train, which took him to 
Fort William An ambulance met 
him at the station and he was con- 
veyed to the hospital, where he 1s 
now doing as well as could be ex- 
pected. 
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SOFT COAL SHORTAGE. 


139,000 Less Delivered in Montreal 
This Year Than Last. 


Montreal, July 15—Every indication 
points to a shortage of soft coai after 
the close of St. Lawrence navigation, 
From the opening of navigation to the 
first of July the total of Canadian soft 
coal arriving in port was 280,000 tons 
as compared with 419,000 tons for the 
same period a year ago, a loss of 139,- 
006 tons. The cause of the shortage 
was the late opening of navigation, 
which, during th® spring months, 
greatly delayed shipments from the 
Maritime provinces. In view of the 
fact that there was an actual short- 
age last season in spite of the increns- 
ed shipments, and the fact that it was 
necessary to import a great deal of 
U. 8. bituminous, makes the present 
position interesting, not to say crit- 
ical, 
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New Texas Legislation. 


Dallas, Texas, July 15—With mid- 
night last night a large number of 
state laws went into effect. Some of 
these laws follow :- 

Permitting medical colleges to deal 
in human bodies. 

Prohibiting cock-fighting. 

Moking it a misdemeanor to drink 
liquor on trains, 

Prohibiting free passes or franks 
of any sort, 

Creating an eight-hour day for tele- 
graphers and all train crews. 

Abolishing negro school trustees. 

Requiring insurance companies to 
invest 75 per cent. of their Texas 
earnings in the state. 

All who sell pistols are taxed fifty 
pew cent. of the gross earnings on 
all their business. 

Brokerage houses, exchange and 
bucket shops are closed ag the law 
does not permit wire service to them. 

Liquor license applications require 
ten days’ notice, thereby making sa- 
loons sell at their own risk for the 
next ten days.

Change in Homestead Regulations in 
the West. 


Ottawa, July 15—An order in coun- 
cil has been passed changing the 
homestead regulations in the West 
so as to allow of all homestead en- 
tries being made by proxy by the 
father, mother, brother, sister, son or 


daughter of the intending home- 
steader, 
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Heavy Japanese Immigration. 

Ottawa, July 15—The department of 
trade and comitgerce has been noti- 
fied by the immigration office at Vic- 
toria that during the month of June 
1,018 Japanese arrived at Vietorin. 
Of these 912 were males and 106 fe- 
males. Seven hundred and ninety- 
one remained in Canada and 227 con- 
tinued their journey to various Un- 
ited States points. The Japanese im- 
migration movement is heavy at pre- 
sent, 


JAP SPAT ON THE 
YANKEE FLAG 


And was Roughly Handled by 
Los Angeles Mob-—Manag- 
ed to Escape 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 15—T. Yoni, 
a Japanese employed as a wiper in 
the Southern Pacific shops in. this 
city, narrowly escaped serious injur- 
ies at the hands of an enraged mob 
of American workmen — yesterday. 
Yoni was wiping an engine on which 
had been placed two small American 
flags. While wiping the engine Yoni 
turned and deliberately spat upon one 
of the flags. His action was seen by 
another workman who immeditely 
pulled Yoni from the engine to the 
ground, at the same time acquainting 
the other workmen in the building 
with Yoni’s act. A crowd quickly 
svrrounded the Japanese and he was 
being roughly handled when he man- 
aged to elude his assailants and es- 
caped, 


FLOODS IN GERMANY. 


Carry Death and Destruction in Their 
Wake. 

Berlin, Jnly 15—-From six to eight 
inches of rain have fallen throughout 
the greater part of Germany during 
the last three days and as a resulta 
number of rivers have overflowed 
their banks. carrying death and de- 
struction into the surrounding eoun- 
try. No less than a dozen minor 
railroad accidents from washouts have 
been reported, and despatches coming 
in from the country traversed by the 
swollen streams, relate the deatruc- 
tion of erops, dwellings and outbuild- 
ings. The floods are especisily se- 
vere in western Germany. Casualties 
to the number of fifty have been re 
ported. 
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Christian Endeavor Japanese. 

Seattle, July 15—What is called by 
General Secretary Shaw, one of the 
most notable meetings ever held in 
connection with a Christian Endeavor 
convention was that of Japanese En- 
deavorers here yesterday. Hundreds 
of Japanese came to hear addresses 
in their own tongue on the progress of 
Christian Endeavor work, sing Am- 
erica’s religious songs in Japanese 
and listen to the welcomes extended 
by American speakers. Friendly re- 
lations between Japan and the Unit- 
ed States were emphasized in every 
address. Secretary Shaw told the 
Japanese that the Christian Endeavor 
society plans to hold its convention 
in Japan in a few years. 
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Dragged Under Mower. 
Tweed, Ont., July 15—Arthur Wal- 
lace, one of the most respected and 
well-to-do farmers in this district 
died this afternoon from the effects 
of injuries received in a runaway ac- 
cident which oceurred on his farm on 
Friday. He was working on the mow- 
er, when his team got frightened and 
ran away, dragging him under the 

mower, mangling him terribly. 
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Rabbis in Convention. 

New York, July 15—Fifty rabbis 
from all parts of the country, met to- 
day in the opening session of the 
convention of the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis in the United States and Can- 
ada, Rabbi B. Leventhal, of Phila- 
delphia, president of the union, pre 
sided at the opening session, which 
was given over to hearing reports 
from the delegates.

cago, which, when the cost of living 
in the two places was considered, 
meant about the same. Besides the 
American exporter had a duty of $2 
per hundred weight and a freight rate 
of $1.56 per hundred, and was. still 
able to sell here in competition with 
the home product. 

Mr. Vogel potted out that the 
packing industry was so scientifically 
and judiciously managed in Chicago 
that they utilized every ounce of the 
hog but his squeal; and that was be- 
ing used now to run a windmill in 
connectign with the plant. 

Further, salt. cost more here than 
in Chicago, but sugar was the same 
Yet, Mr. Vogel could not satisfy Mr. 
Nolan why he was so near the price 
of the Ameriéan bacon. 

“We are governed by 
prices,” said Mr. Vogel, in getting 
out of the corner. “Our wholesale 
prices are the same as Winnipeg.” 


Prices Paid in 1907. 

The rapid, sudden and suspicious 
appreciation of hogs last spring was 
brought) up. Mr. Vogel's schedule 
showed prices of 7¢,, 7 1-4e. and 7 1-2c, 
On April 27th the prices jumped irom 
7 to 7 14. 

To a query as to what caused this, 
Mr. Vogel said is was due to a big 
demand for his bacon products and 
an rush of orders. He wanted — the 
hogs and was prepared to pay to get 
them, and competition was 80 keen 
as to cause all this rise, otherwise he 
could not tell specifically. He de- 
nied any knowledge of an outside 
buyer from British Columbia as be- 
ing the responsible factor. 

Further questioning revealed the 
fact that Mr, Vogel was not buying 
hegs now, and that there was a sud- 
den oversupply, which waa respon- 
sible for the drop fram 7 1-2¢, two 
months ago to 6c. today. Mr, Nolan 
suggested there might be an under- 
standing among the buyers to effect

Mr. Webb atated that the bad rans 
and accommodation afforded by the 
C.P.R. caused such an enormous 
shrinkage in the cattle that it practi- 
cally wiped out any possibility of 
shipping at a profit, On the oeca- 
sion of which he spoke his cattle lost 
150 Ibs. apiece, and he lost money 

“Good transportation facilities and 
fair treatment is the whole thing,” 
said Mr. Webb. 

Mr. Webb stated that ¢n buying 
hogs the price he could get for them 
was fixed, His method was to handle 
the hogs at I-4e per Ib. commission, 
and try to give tho farmer the bene 
fit of a narrow spread between the 
two prices. He attribated the sudden 
rise in pork this spring to the fact 
that the farmers were busy seeding 
at the time, and would not leave the 
piow to market their hogs There 
was als. a small searcity of fat hogs 
this spring, which was a factor, He 
stated that the 4 1-2 price named by 
Mr. Vogel Was ‘‘a starvation price 
for the farmer’? when he was forced 
to pay 20c¢ for the same hogs when 
converted Into bucon by Mr. Vogel 
Mr. Webb had no specific remedy 
suggest. He = thought matters 
would gradually right themselves and 
expressed confidence in the new pack 
ing plant here, which he said would 
ereate a market and establish a re- 
gular price 

Mr. Warner on the Stand. 

1. W. Warner, @epresident of the 
A. F. A., related the history of his 
eattle deals.

He thought that 5c was low 
enough to pay the farmer for his 
pork. It could not be raised for less. 


The condition of the hog industry in 
this provinée was very unsatisfaetory, 
His remedy was government canning 
and packing houses to ensure com 
petition and prevent monopoly and 
pooling . 

He cited the post office money re 
mitting system as an example in 
competition with the banks and ex 
press compames, He was contident 
that the government institution would 
be supported by the farmers. 

With Tespect to the new 
plant at Edmonton, which, if it were 
true, was being built with American 
capital, he said that it was dangerous 
to the farmer here as there was dan- 
ver of the Canadian consumer bemg 
enslaved by the American beet trust. 
Winle it would be to their interest 
to keep the half million plant at Md- 
monton going, it would be iniinitely 
more to their interests to keep their 
plants worth millions \in Amertean 
erties, 

He referred to the work of the A. F,

The covert confession that former 
Governments have sanctioned some 
thing very akin to robbery of settlers 
may be passed over as a matter of 
common knowledge. But a resume of 
the facts of the case makes clear 
that if the present Government had 
desired. to emulate this characteris 


tie of their predecessors, they coult 
have done so by simply not doing 


what they are now assailed for hav 
ing done, To have not cancelled the 
entries that have been cancelled 
would assuredly have been very simi 
lar to robbery—robbery both of the 
settlers who are willing to bring the 
land into use and the country whieh 
is entitled to the benefits of its pro 


duction, 

When the Doukhobor people cane 
to Canada some eight or line years 
ago, they were notoriously lacking 
In thls world’s goods—so poor tant 
to deprive them of the opportunity o:} 
co-operative effort and scatter them 
on their individuals homesteads 
would have meant for them continued 
hardship and would have prevented 
them bringing any  considerabie 
amount of land under cultivation, 

Accordingly they were given, under 


the hamlet provision of the Dominion 
Lands Act, the privilege of dwelling 


together in villages, provided the vil 
lagers anade entries on  homesteau 
within certain prescribed area 
around the villages, and provided thy 
aperegate cultivation which should 
have been done on the inatvidual 
homesteads was done on those lying 
nearest the villages, 

This condition the Doukhobors ac- 
cepted, settled in the villages and 
made entries for their homesteads. 
Vuring the years since then they} 
“wave Drought considerable areas ot 
land under cultivation, have prosper 
ed remarkably according to their 
stundards of life, and there does not 
how remain any financial reason why 
they should not abandon” the con 
juunal system, go upon their home 
sleads and Cultivate them. 

Iu the meantime settlers have been 
coming into the country by thousands 
and have desired to enter on the un- 
vecupied and uncultivated lands held 
under entry by the Doukhobor villag- 
ers, s0me even going so far us to 
“squat” on the land. The business 
men Of the towns whose future ae 
pends on the development of these 
districts have also protested very vig 
orously against the land being hetd

The trip was made 
from Calcutta to the Khyber Pase, 
1,500 miles by rail, and thence 200 
miles through the mountains on 
horseback. The East Indidn Gov- 
ernment furnished me an escort of 
ten soldiers. The pass was picketed 
its entire length by soldiers and at 
no time was I out of sight of a 
picket, 

Escorted by Soldiers. 

“T had a pass from the frontier to 
Kabul, sent ‘me by the Ameer. These 
200 miles on horseback I was escorted 
by sixteen soldiers of the Ameer, all 
on horseback. Besides this I had a 
caravan of forty horses carrying my 
equipment and my own eervants. 

“On arrival at Kabul Iwas _re- 
by the son of the sovereign, the heir 
apparent, the Ameer being away 
from the capital on a visit to one of 
his provinces, 

“T was received with great courtesy 
and taken to the guest house, a 
palace costing $30,000 or more, sump- 
tiously durpished and surrounded by 
a magnificent garden. The apart- 
ments assigned to me were royal in 
their furnishings, , 

“Ten says later the Ameer came to 
Kabul with his retinue, six thousand 
men. The. women. of Ameer’s 
harem had arrived on the previous 
day and without any  ostentation 
whatever. The monarch had no sooner 
arrived than it wag made known to 
me that a long delay would intervene 
before I could get at work upon the 
royal grinders. The month of Rama- 
dan had come, the great month in the 
Mohammedan calendar, thirty days 
in which the fasting is kept up every 
day from sunrise to sunset though 
they are no memns abstainors from 
drink and meat at night. Nothing 
could be done to the Ameer’s teeth 
in the month of Ramadan, 6o I wait- 

The month passed away; then 
four or five days more devoted, I was 
told, by the Ameer to feasting. 

“Then I was sent for and was es- 
corted to the sovereign’s palace in 
much pomp and circumstagice, The 
Ameer, a8 well as all the members of 
his court, was dressed as an English 
gentleman. He wore a black Prince 
Albert coat with nothing to indicate 
that tie was an Oriental. Tt took two 
interpreters: to .promptly. deliver, to 
me the story, of the trouble his high- 
ness was having with his teeth. He 
was a docile subject when I got him 
in the chair, I worked away at his 
teeth four days, two hours a day, fill- 
ing them.’ On the third day he said 
I had bean more gentle than he had 
expected and at that presented me 
with a gold watch with a fine gold 
chain and his turquois ring. 

“When my work was over and I 
was to start back the Ameer gave me 
a larger military escort than had ‘re- 
ceived me into ‘this country and each 
of the soldiers of this escort wore a 
medal for distinguished service, In 
all my employment had extended 
over two and one-half manths and I

POISON YET 


Prominent Paris Physician Char- 
ged With Murder—Garden 
Full of Deadly Oruge 


—— 


Paris, Suly 16.—The Laforest mys. 
tery is stirring the imaginatons of all 
classes of Parisans more than any 
other murder of modern times. 

Dr, Albert Laforest, a pltiysician of 
skill dnd standing; is accused o' 
poisoning his wife in a strangely ter- 
rible and ‘subtle manner. He is ac- 
cused of using a poison—atropine— 
which produces certain well-known 
symptoms, 

Dr. and Madame Laforest lived at 
Montreuil-seus-Bois, near Paris. One 
night, recentl Madame Laforest was 
brought to the Hospital Saint An- 
toine in an ambulance, which hac 
been sent for by her sister. She was 
‘n terible agony, and said that she 
knew she was going to die, because 
her husband had poisoned her. the 
died on the following day. 

Dr. Laforest promptly applied tot 
permission to take atvty the bony, 
but this Was refused. The Govern- 
ment expert was called ts examine 
the body of the decessed for trces 
of poiscn, At the .ame time the 
commissary of police arrested Dr, 
‘Latorest and seized all the drugs 
and medical: appliames im nis 
touse. 

The doctor has had a strange and 
mysterious history, a mure than 
¢ccuble life, many circumstances in 
which lend color to the terrible 
charge against him. He began nis 
tnedical career as & 2perialist in eye 
diseases, For a time he was an as- 
sistart in a private hospivai tor eye 
diseases, 

A young woman named Apollinine 
Celtour was employed there as a 
nurse. One day she came to Dr. 
Laforest to consult him about an af- 
fection of her eye. He then fel] in 
love with her and proposed to marry 
het, but this was bitterly opposed by 
the young doctor's mother, whose 
consent was _ necessary to the 
marriage, 


Ul0 “Madar Lagorest. Moved tn 
the ‘highest aircles of society. bie 
was proud, severe and very rich 


and she regarded her son’s marriage 
with the nurse as impossible. Other 
features of his conduct had also dis- 
pleased her very much. 

The young couple then crossed 
over to Kngiand, where they were 
married, ‘They returned to Paris 
and the doctor began to practice on 
the Boulevard Beaumarchais, At the 
same time he kept importuning his 
mother four money, but she refused, 
and reproved him for his extrava- 
gant habits and unwise marriage. 
The young wife had a considerable 
a of money, but he soon spent 

nis, 

At last Madame Laforest died and 
left her sen a fine property at Mont- 
reuil-Sous-Bois, and a fortune of 
$400,000. Mw then seitied down at 
this place and carried on a desultory 
practice, but he devoted himself 
principally to a wonderful botanical 
garden, in which the = cultivateu 
poisonous and medicinal herbs. 

Tu this garien he had more tlian 
a dozen varieties of the plants from 
which atropine tis produced, inciud- 
ing the white datura of India, 
which has been employed with the 
most deadly effect by Hindu_poison- 
ers from time immemorial. e also 
cultivated the Calabar bean, from 
which eserine, which paralyzes The 
breathing centers, is prepared, ‘and 
jaborandi, a plant whose essentia: 
principle paraiyes the heart's ac 
tion. He had, various species of the 
faburnum, from which cytisine 1s 
compounded, that stmutates 
symptoms of gastric catarrh. 

At the time of their removal! to 
Montreuil his love for his wife had 
completely’ disappeared. it is ea% 
that he treated his wife with the 
teatest cruelty, and. was apparent- 
iy trying to dmve her away irom 
him, but she insisted on living with 
him at Montreull-sous-Hoig in spite 
of all menaces. 

On one occasion he rushed into 
the room, sei: his wife by the 
throat, and cried: “You are about 
to die! Death approaches | I hear 
the death rattle!” Dr. Laforest at 
this time was in love with a hand- 
home young woman named Ger 
meihe Billard, whom he wished to 
matry. “Bhe, too, like his wile, had 
eome to him to be treated for her 
eyes, and he had fallen violently in 
tove with her on the spot, ~ 

When ‘Madame Laforest’s body 
Was examined, she presented some 
of the symptoms of atropine poison- 
ing. ‘The pupils of her eyes were 
widely dilated, giving her the ook 
of one who had died in very great 
terror, ‘there was also a scarlet 
eruption upon her stn, which 14 
found in some cases of atropine 
poisoning.

He did not 
mind who was elected to ‘be the 
spokesman, but he that was selected 
let him speak and the nation ought to 
blindly follow him.

Mr, Scott in reply to a delegation 
stated that although such a drainage 
proposition did not perhaps properly 
come within the province of the pro- 
vinecial works department, the govern- 
ment would agree to consider it as a 
public work end start work at an 
early date. The farmers of the dis- 
trict, however, would have to under- 
take io relieve the government of any 
possible claims for damages to road, 
which might arise from the drainage 
scheme. The delegation seen after 
the interview expressed themselves as 
well satisfied with the reception ac 
corded them by the Premier.

WHY NEBRASKANS SHOULD 


MOVE OVER INTO CANADA 


Minister of the Interior Gives Interview in Omaha-—Canadian 


Land is as Fertile and Cheaper than in the South—Laws 
are as Good and Educational Facilities are Equal 


Interviewed in Omaha, Neb., dur- 
ing his recent tour of the emigration 
agencies in the United States, Hon. 
Frank Oliver, minister of the interior, 
said :— 

“Western United States is good and 
all right, but Western Canada is bet- 
fer and all right. This western coun- 


try is magnificent and it speaks 
settle in our own Canadian west. 
when we see the country that so 


many people are leaving in order to 
settlde in our own Canadian west. 
But then comparing the two, I think 
everything is in favor of Canada. 
A Poor Men's Country. 

“Especially is this true of the op- 
portunities afforded a poor man., 
see that the American west has be- 
come: a country of rich people, due 
to the great prosperity which has 


come to your country. The good 
farming lands are now worth from 
$65 to $90 an acre—and they rent 


at from $3 to $3.50 an ucre. After 
paying taxes that nets the owner of 
the land only about 2. to 3 per cent. 
on his money. Land hear the cities 
sells for $125 an acre and rent for $4 
and $4 an acre, But the interest re- 
turn is very low. 
Cheao Land. 

“Now over in Canada it is very 
different. The same grade of land 
that sells down here for $90 an acre 
can be bought up there at from $15 
to. $25 an acre. It rents for one-third 
of the crop and brings from $3.50 to 
$7 an acre, making a high percentage 
to the owner. The Canadian land 
will soon pay for itself; the American 
land never will,

NEW C. N. R. PASSENGER 
DEPOT AT SASKATOON. 


To be Erected This Year After Pattern 
of Edmonton Building—Also New 
Freight Shed and Shops. 


Saskatoon, July 15-—Canadian Nor- 
thern railway plans for Saskatoon call 
foxy the erection of a handsome brick 
and stone passenger depot in this 
city, at a cost of $40,000. The design 
will be the same as the company have 
in Port Arthur and Edmonton, both 
of which are of striking and substan- 
tial make-up. The new building will 
probably be located near 22nd street 
Loca lrpresentatives of the company 
are not in possession of information 
regarding the issuance of tenders aad 
beginning of the work, but they look 
for something to be started at a not 
distant date. 

A new freight shed will also be er- 
ected and it is all but certain that in 
keeping with the recommendations of 
Frank Dillinger to the railway com 
mission the round house will be en- 
larged and the shops equipped better 
than at present. The total expendi- 
ture of the company at this point will 
not be less than $100,000. It was the 
intention of  ex-General Manager 
James to have built extensive shops 
at Saskatoon, and now that new men 
have been appointed for the manage- 
ment of the road the details of the 
work will be taken up an an early 
date, 

The Canadian Northern have a good

All he will say is that: no one but 
himself is to blame for the fiendish 
attempt to blow up the Welland cana} 
and he is glad that no one was 
killed,

is that Dullman was high up in the 
councils of the Lrish-Americans, that 
someone was suspected of giving out 
secrets, that that person was Dull- 
man, and that in order to clear him- 
self he undertook something big off 
hie own bat. Procuring a couple of 
dupes he sent them out to blow up 
the canal and figured that both 
would be blown up or drowned,
